The spirit which ran through the Con- 
ference was the urgency to "lick delin- 
quency", It is evident that great pres- 
sure will be put upon the schools and 
communities, State and Federal Govern- 
ments, to provide more leisure time ac- 
tivities for children and youth. It has 
been suggested, for instance, that every 
county provide a camping experience for 
all of its children. 


You can see what problem this pre- 
sents to the churches.Unless the churcles 
are to relinquish more and more of its 
child and youth time to the schodls and 
communities, it must begin immediately 
to build effective leisure time program.

terms of winning people to an accep- 
tance of Christ as their Lord and Sa- 
viour. 


Among the programs provided inour denom- 
ination to help churches in this task of 
personal outreach is the Church School 
Enlargement Program. The discovery and 
cultivation of the unchurched is of ba- 
sic importance in the whole evangelistic 
process. The Enlargement Program is de- 
signed to help especially at this point.

Please keep inmind that the Church 
School Enlargement Program is not just a 
religious census.
